Burke of Omaha, with 1113 pre- 
cincts out of the State’s 2028 giving 
Burke 68,338 and Bryan 26,623. 

T. S. Allen, brother-in-law of the 
Governor and his campaign Man- 
ager this year, as on the six occa- 
sions he won the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor, conceded that 
Bryan could not overcome Burke’s 


lead.

Burke campaigned on a platform of 
whole-hearted support of President 
Roosevelt, while former Represent- 
ative Robert G. Simmons, Repub- 
lican nominee, assailed the NRA 
and the AAA.

ROOSEVELT SAYS NATION 
HAS PLENTY OF FOOD, NO 
EXCUSE FOR PROFITEERING

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
gave notice today that “chis- 
elers” seeking to profiteer in 
food prices as a result of the 
drouth would have to reckon 
with the Federal Government. | 

At his regular newspaper con- 
ference, Roosevelt in response 
to inquiries asserted there was 
plenty of food for the nation 
and no excuse for profiteering 
or for alarm by consumers. As 
to profiteering. he said all such 
cases would be met by Govern- 
ment action. 

He also said Federal agents 

were intensifying vigilance 
over the grain and produce ex- 
changes to prevent undue spec- 
ulation in foodstuffs which 
might jeopardize natural prices. 

Answering an inquiry, the 
President said the drouth had 
had no effect upon the principle 
of the agricultural] adjustment 
act, which is to control produc- 
tion. 

The President said the drouth 
had moved up by two years the 
expected time for disposition of 
the surpluses which have glut- 
ted American markets. 

Regarding another phase, the 
President d the Government 
might purchase hay in Canada, 
but he knew of no relaxation 
in the regular tariff wall except 
for this purpose.

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By the Associated Press, 
BERLIN, Aug. 15.—The dead 
hand of Reichspresident Paul von 
Hindenburg was brought into 
Chancellor Hifler’s. campaign for a 
renewed expression of popular ap- 
proval through a declaration giv- 
ing recognition to “the decisive 
stride” led by Hitler in the upward 
struggle of the German people. 

“IT thank Providence,” the aged 
Field Marshal wrote in a “political 
will” signed May 11,.1934, and pub- 
lished today after Franz von Papen 
had delivered it to Hitler. The 
Field Marshal wrote: “I thank 
Providence for permitting me 
to see in the evening of my life 
the hour of recovery.” 

The document was carried to the 
Chancellor by Von Papen, who 
stopped at Hitler’s summer home 
at Berchtesgaden on his way to be- 
come Minister to Austria. 

Hitier’s Acts Approved. 

“My Chancellor, Adolf Hitler, and 
his movement have taken a decisive 
stride of historical importance to- 
ward the great goal of leading the 
German people to inner unity,” the 
document said. 

The testament was enclosed in an 
envelope sealed by the Reichspresi- 
dent himself, and bearing the 
words: “To the German people and 
their Chancellor. My testament. 
This letter is to be transmitted to 
the Reichskanzler by my son.” 

In accordance with these instruc-! 
tions, Cok Oskar von Hindenburg, 
son of the Reichspresident, commis- 
sioned Von Papen, who was Von 
Hindenburg’s close friend, to de- 
liver the document to Hitler. 

The text follows: 

“To the German people and its 
Chancellor: 

“In 1919 I wrote in my will to the 
German people: “We were finished. 
Just as Siegfried fell under the 
treacherous spear of the evil Hagen, 
so our wearied front broke dc 
fn vain it had sought te rew 
life from the drying springs of do- 
mestic strength. 

“‘It now became.our task to save 
the existencé of the remains of our 
army for the later reconstruction 
ot the Fatherlana, The present was 
lust. Thus oniy hope for the fu- 
ture remained... Now to work. 

“I understand the thought of 
flight from the world which took 
rossession of many officers faced 
with the collapse of all that was 
dear to them. The desire ‘not to 
know anything more about a world,’ 
in which surging passions over- 
wheimed to the point of obliteration 
the true inwardness of our people. 
It was humanly comprehensible.

“‘And yet—must say openly what 
I think—comrades of the erstwhile 
great and proud German army: Can, 
you speak of, failures? Remember 
the men who more than 100 years 
ago created a new inner father- 


| land. Their religion was a belief 


in themselves and the sanctity of 
their cause. 

“You created the new Fatherland, 
not founding it on a frenzied doc- 
trine foreign to us, but building it 
on the basis of the free develop- 
ment of the individual within the 
frame and responsibility of the en- 
tire nation. 

“‘Germany will once again tread 
the same path as soon as it again is 
able to walk, |

““Tam firmly convinced that now, 
as in the past, the link with our

Critics say the Alba Madonna is 
by far the best of four examples of 
Raphael in the Hermitage Museum 
at Leningrad. It once belonged to 
the Spanish Duke d’Alba. After 
changing hands several times, it 
was bought in 1836 by the Czar for 
$70,000. 

The picture portrays the Virgin 
Mary in a woodland setting, with 
the child Jesus on her knees, ac- 
cepting a cross offered by St. John. 
It was painted by Raphael in Rome 
some time after 1508.

RECENT RAINS 100 


Weather Bulletin Estimates 30 
Pct. of Crop in_ State 
Won't Make Forage. 


Showers in Missouri during the 
last week were too light in most 
sections to be of much benefit to 
crops, the Weekly Bulletin issued 
today by Roscoe Nunn of the St. 
Louis Weather Bureau said. A few 
localities in Central, Northeastern 


and Southeastern Missouri. how- 
ever, received beneficial rains. 
The. rains, Nunn said, supplied 
some water to ponds and cisterns 
of farms, and benefited grass, soy- 
beans, cowpeas, kaffir corn, and 
sorghum, where these crops were 
not too far gone to respond. 

The rains also may make it pos- 
sible to plant late forage crops. 
Most of the corn is reported be- 
yond help. Only in some south- 
eastern counties and a few of the 
most favored bottom lands in oth- 
er sections is the corn crop even 
fair. It is estimated that 30 per 
cent of the corn is not even good 
for forage. In some sections farm- 
ers attempted to cut corn to put in 
silos, but it dried so fast that 
much of it was not fit for silage. 
“The condition of stock is piti- 
able, indeed, in many localities,” 
the bulletin says, “due to lack of 
water, pasturage and protection 
from the sun. Probably half of 
the farms have to haul water.” 
The apple crop has been dam- 
aged severely. 

The highest temperatures ever 
recorded in August occurred early 
in the week. The St. Louis maxi- 
mum of 108 ‘was 2 degrees higher 
than ever before registered in Au- 
gust. The highest reported was 114 
at Chillicothe and Macon.

CHARGES OF “OPPRESSION” 
OF ONION, HOSIERY STRIKERS 


Executive Council of A. F. of L. 
Acts to Protect “Legal 
Rights.”

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 15. 
—Charges that union employes on 
strike in onion fields in Ohio, and 
in a hosiery mill in Los Angeles, 
were being “oppressed,” prompted 
the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor to- 
day to intercede to protect the 
strikers’ “legal rights.”™ 

Following a request by officers 
of the Toledo Central Trades Coun- 
cil that an in :stigation be made 
of allegations that strikers in the 
onion fields in Hardin County were 
being “persecuted,” the Executive 
Council said it would ask Ohio 
authorities to conduct an inquiry. 

President William Green of the 
Labor Federation said the Depart- 
ment of Labor would ‘be requested 
to send a Federal mediator to Ohio, 
and the Department of Justice 
would be asked to ascertain if any 
Federal statutes were violated. ~ 

Charges were made, Green said, 
that the onion workers, who went 
on strike for higher wages, were 
denied the right of collective bar- 
gaining, were being arrested in 
numbers and being held in unusu- 
ally high bond. 

Representatives of full-fashioned 
hosiery workers in Los Angeles 
charged that some of the 250 strik- 
ers at the Mission Hosiery Mills 
were arrested without warrants 
and denied bail.

TWO INJURED BOYS 
RESCUED IN CANYON 


Third Boy Scout Calls for Aid 


— Fourth Still Missing in 
California Wilds, 


4 | By the Associated Press. — 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 15.—Three 
léyear-old Boy Scouts, two of 
whom were seriously hurt in falls 
from cliffs, were-rescued yesterday, 
in the wilds of Upper White Oak 
Canyon, as searching parties hunt~- 
ed a fourth scout lost in the wild- 


erness. 

The fourth youth, Vincent Slocum, 
has been missing more than 36 
hours, causing Deputy Sheriffs and 
forest rangers to fear he may have 
been seriously injured in a plunge 
from one of the narrow trails 
through the rugged region. 

The injured boys, who becdme 
separated before they fell, are Fred 
Lippert Jr., in the Torrance Hos- 
pital with a broken leg, numerous 
cuts and bruises, and Edward Ket- 
ton, in the Glendale Hospital in a 
delirious condition after he was 
found wedged between two huge 
rocks where he had lain throughout 
the night. 

Young Lippert was saved from a 
night of exposure through the loy- 
alty of his chum, John Gilmer, who 
hiked through the underbrush sev- 
eral miles for aid when he saw 
Lippert slip and topple down a 125- 
foot cliff. The youth’s life possibly 
Was saved by scrub trees, which 
broke the force of his fall. 

Chance caused the rescue of the 
Ketton boy. Deputy Sheriffs W. L. 
Killian and G, I. Epperson and for- 
est ranger Frank Begie were row- 
ing across the lake formed by the 
big Tupunga dam and were nearing 
the mouth of White Oak Canyon 
when they heard a scream. 

“That’s a wild cat,” said one of 
the men. “No,” he shouted, “it’s 
one of the boys.” 

They hurriedly rowed to shore, 
Guided by the cries, they clam- 
bered over rocks until they reached 
the youth wedged between two 
huge boulders. He had fallen more 
than 100 feet down the side of the 
canyon. 

The rescuers lifted him from the 
rocks and carried him to the shore 
of the lake. They placed him in 
the boat and rowed to the other 
side of the lake where they had left 
a Sheriff's fast automobile.

PLANS FOR CARONDELET ROAD 
TO BE SUBMITTED SOON 


— — 
Concrete Highway to Connect With 
Similar Boute-tn River des 
Peres Parkway. 

Plans for construction of the ini- 
tial 20-foot concrete roadway in the 
proposed new Carondelet boulevard 
will be submitted to the Board of 
Public Service Tuesday by L. A. 
Pettus, division “ street engineer. 
About two weeks later he will sub- 
mit plans for the initial 20-foot con- 
crete roadway in River des Peres 
Parkway. 

These two thoroughfares, joining 
at Morganford road, will form a con- 
tinuous drive more than four miles 
long, between the River des Peres 
channel and the southwestern city 
limits, extending from Landsdowne 
avenue to Weber road. Construc- 
tion is expected to start this au- 
tumn. 

Carondelet boulevard will be 
about a mile long, between Mor- 
ganford and Weber. Estimated 
cost of the ‘roadway is $64,- 
000, of which 30 per cent will be 
borne from a PWA grant and the 
rest from 1923 bond funds. The city 
is trying to get the State Highway 
Department to build a short con- 
necting link in St. Louis County, 
over an ungeveloped section of 
Grand avenue, from Weber road to 
Lemay Ferry road at Bayless ave- 
nue. 

The road in River des Peres 
Parkway, it is estimated, will cost 
$220,000, including an underpass at 
Watson road. It is proposed to 
take $175,000 from 1923 bond funds 
and $45,000 from a PWA grant. The 
underpass will take Watson, which 
is the route of U. S. Highway No. 
66,, beneath the park drive with 
“cloverleaf”’ connections for turn- 
ing traffic. This drive also will in- 
tersect Gravois avenue.

Lists Terms of Payment. 

His petition alleges he and Todd 
and Davis entered an agreement 
in June, 1929, when he began em- 
p.oyment with the firm, by the 
‘terms of which he was to be paid 
as follows: 25 per cent of all fees 
earned on collections obtained by 
him and 50 per cent if he personal- 
ly made the collections; 50 per cent 
of all commissions and fees earned 
by the law firm on cases solicited 
and taken to the firm by him; $100 
a month for automobile expenses to 
be charged against earnings, and a 
guaranteed salary of $250 a month. 
Beginning Jan. 1, 1930, he alleges, 
the agreement was altered to pro- 
vide he should receive 25 per cent 
of fees and commissions earned by 
the “Edmund S. Mill” corporation, 
a collection firm, of which he was 
president while the defendants 
cwned and controlled the stock. 
He continued to carry out the 
terms of the agreement until Jan. 
1, 1933, Lackey alleges, and the de- 
fendants failed to pay him in full 
as his account with them was never 
settled.

N the darkness just preceding 

dawn, Paul

Hours of hurry and confusion in 
his home had preceded his arrival 
there. “Am ready,” his answer to 
the telegram from Army 
ters, was true enough in spirit; in 
fact, however, it fell sh of the 
truth, for his wife and he, after the 
first excitement, had suddenly re 
membered that he had no suit of 


Athe new field-gray uniform which

in the war Which had suddenly 
burst over Europe. All Paul ven 
Hindenburg’s uniforms were of an- 
other day, souvenirs of humdrum 
service in a Germany ‘sunk deep in 
somnolent 

But his efficient: wife had done 
some hustling; by hook or crook, 
he had been provided with a suit of 
regulation field-gray. 

So now he stood in the railway 
station—unsmiling, gigantic, calm— 
ready for whatever destiny might 
have in. store for him. Had he 
known what that Was, éven his 
calm might have been shaken a 
bit. 

All he knew, however, was that 
hé was to @ssume command of cer 
tain German troops in East Prus- 
sia; that the man: who was to ac- 
company him there as his chief of 
staff was to atrive at Hanover at 3 
o'clock that morfing on a special 
military train; that this man would 
teli him the details of the sudden 
emergency which had routed him 
out of retirement. 


Meeting With Ludendorff. 


The spécial steamed into. the 
dimly lighted station—just a loco- 
motive arid two cafés. Out of it 
stepped an officer in thé regulation 
field-gray uniform of émbattiled 
Germany a man of stern counte- 
nance and stiff military bearing. At 
sight of Hindenburg he clicked his 
heels together and touched his hel- 
met in salute. 

“General von Hindenburg?”

“I have been appointed to be 
your Chief of Staff. My-name is 
Ludendorff—Erich Ludendorff.” 

Hindenburg got into the train, It 
rushed away toward the East. He 
listened, absorbed, while Ludendorff 
told him that repoftts of the most 


alarming nature had reached the 


German High Command from Bast 
Prussia. Whereas, in the West, au 
was going excellently with the Ger- 
man armies pounding forward 
through Belgium and Northern 
France toward the channel ports, 
the Russiah enemies of Germany, 
on her eastern front, having got 
into action far more promptly than 
the German war leaders had fofe- 
seen, had poured over into East 
Prussia afid:so shaken the nervVe 
of the Gérman cOfmmander thére 
that he had@ ordéred a retreat.

entrust Hindenburg with the com- 
mand of further operations en the 
eastern front. 


Why Prittwitz Fell Back.

Heedful of the popular clamor for

No definite instruc- 
tions had been given them as to 
how to cope with the crisis; but it 
was understood, nevertheless, that 
German territory east of the Vistula 
was not to be given up without «@ 
hard fight. (As a matter of fact, 
just before his successor 

on the scene, Prittwits, encouraged 
because Rennenkampf was remain- 
ing inactive around Gumbinnen, 
had already taken measures for & 
move against Samsonoff, following 
a plan drafted by his chief of staff, 


Col. Hoffmann, @ very capable offi- - 


cer. But Prittwite changed his 
mind too late; hardly had he given 
his new orders countermanding his 
army's retreat before Hindenburg 
had superseded him. 

Hindenburg and Ludendorff 
looked over and approved Hoff- 
man’s plan. Thén they proceeded 
to make a decision of an audacity 
shat fairly takes one’s breath away. 
It was one of those decisions which 
nothing but victory can justify. 


Bold Plan of Attack. 


The Hindenburg-Ludendorff plan 
was to attack the Army of the 
Narev under Samsonoff, while Ren- 

nenkampf’s army of the Niemen 
was still separated from it, and 
then, after Samsonoff had been dis- 
posed of, to hurl the German army, 
against Rennenkampf. By so doing, 
the German commanders could util- 
ize all thetr troops—about 200,000— 
first against one enemy force about 
250,000 strong and afterward against 
another of. similar strength, instead 
of allowing the two Russian com- 
manders to effect a junction and 
throw against the Germans a force 
outnumbering theirs by More than 
2 to 1. 

In order to tackle Samsonoff 
first, it would be necessary to pull 
nearly every available German so0l- 
dier away from Rennenkampf’s 
front. Should Rennénkampf ad- 
vance, in thé interim, toward Koe 
nigsberg, his move might have 
grave consequences for the Ger 
mans; shotld be, however, move 
south-westward, he would cut 
across their rear and the game 
would be up for them. It was a 
terrible risk. But Hindenburg and 
Ludendorff decided to take it. 

Nor was that all. Though operat- 
ing against two armies, each of 
which was superior in numbers to 
their tétal forces, Hindénburg and 
Ludendorff resolved not only to 
stop and défeat Samsonoff’s army 
but actually to annihilate it; aad 
then, turning northward, to cofi- 
front Rennénkampf’s army. 

If the plan suctééded, they were 
assured of immortality among thé 
world’s. wagers of war; if it failed, 
they would become fit objects for 
a courtmartial. 


Staking All On Chance. 


The dating opponénts of Rennen- 
kampf figured 6ut that the Russian

HE lagoon at Forest Park

Observers passing by will 
be intrigued by the sight of a 
score of men, standing side by 
side on a long pier and equipped 
with rods and reels, all apparent- 
ly casting for fish but without 
hooks or bait and in a spot where 
fishing is prohibited by law. 
Reels hum, lines spin out to 
eye-opening distances; then the 
casters reel in with nothing 
more interesting on the end of 
their lines than an artificial fly. 

No, it’s not a day’s outing for 
the inmates of the booby-house— 
just the annual tournament of 
the Fly and Bait Casters of 
America. The boys seek 
demonstrate which can cast a fly 
or a lead weight to the greatest 
distance and with the greatest 
accuracy. A distance of 344 feet 
with a five-eighths of an ounce 
weight has been attained. 

These tournaments have few 
spectators, but literally hundreds 
of thousands of persons interest- 
ed in fishing read the results. 
Many of these will slip out into 
the backyard with the old fly or 
bait rod and see how close they 
can come to the tournament 
marks. 

Better still, most of them will 
try their casting skill in actual 
fishing, although it is not often 
that background conditions on 
streams make it possible for cast- 
ers after real fish to equal the 
results achieved in casting tour- 
naments. 

Bait casting competition is 
strictly a synthetic sport, but it is 
surprising what a kick it gives to 
those anglers who are tied to 
their desks and unable to seek 
the finny tribes in their native 
haunts. of

Many Sports “Synthetic.” 
ANY present, day sports 
which once had a real 

reason for existence in their ori- 
gin, are purely synthetic. Once 
upon a time the law of the sur- 
vival of the fittest led to the de- 
velopment of almost all of the 

‘pastimes we know. 

What must seem a rather silly 
competition to the youth of today 
is the pole vault. It is a standard 
event in alltrack and field meets. 
How pole vaulting originated 
and why is a question that most 
young fellows who take it up and 
mount to amazing heights prob- 
ably have never inquired. 


But at one time in England, ” 


where pole-vaulting was devel- 
oped more than in other coun- 


' tries, it was a means of trans- 


portation! 

In the fens or marshes of En- 
gland, the dwellers used poles for 
distance traveling, springing 
fiom islet to islet or hummock 
to hummock dry shod, Gaining al- 
titude as well as distance was a 
later development. 

Naturally, in a country where 
such’an implement was essential, 
competitions to determine the 

best man rose, And so we have 

the pole vault of today, of not 

the faintest use to anyone, but 

still a survivor on the list of our 

standard events, centuries after 

the actual utility has passed away.

Survivals of .Past Centuries. 


RACTICALLY every event on 

the standard athlétics pro- 
gram resulted either from mili- 
tary necessity or that of self-pres- 
ervation. In ancient times a sol- 
dier’s existence depended fre- 
quently on his ability to throw 
a javelin accurately and far; 
jumping, and throw- 
ing weights were all military re- 
quirements.

Greece, was wrestling, which 
usually resulted. in the winner 
leaving a broken opponent on the 
ground.

Today, the synthetic survivals 
of those sports serve the purpose 
of keeping men fit and improving 
national health. 

We still kid our state legisla- 
tures, when we ask them to legal- 
ize betting on horse racing, with 
the statement that the purpose is 
to improve the breed of horses 
and thereby increase the efficien- 
cy of cavalry for military pur 
poses, 

But mules serve military needs 
even more efficiently than horses, 
‘Both are most obsolete in mili- 
tary field operatioi s today. But 
2000 years ago chariot and rune 
ning races for: horses laid the 
foundation for our present thor- 
oughbred stock.

Even Boxing Synthetic. 


UR fight game, which swelled 

into such amazing proportions 
in the late “gold rush” days and 
which still is capable of draw- 
half a million dollars in gate re- 
ceipts for a _ single combat, 
lacks the argument which for a 
hundred years was employed 
to justify its existence. 

Half a century ago boxing was 
called the “manly art of self- 
defense.” The inference was that 
it enabled a peaceable citizen to 
defend himself against ordinary 
assaults. 

These were usually physical, 
whereas today men don’t settle 
erguments with fists. They haul 
out a “gat” and begin blazing 
away in up-to-date twentieth cen- 
-tury style of debate. 

The personal defense reason 
has long since departed from box- 
ing; yet there are far more boys 
boxing as amateurs today, in pro 
portion to the population, tHan at 
any other period of the country’s 
history. 


Fought for Fun. 


UR interest in fighting today 

is still a long, long way from 
that time 40 years ago when, in 
several “clubs” or theaters down- 
town, such as the Casino, Esher’s 
or Tom Allen’s,aman might rise 
and quite casually announce that 
he thought he was the best man 
in the house and would anybody 
like to take him on, just to prove 
which was the better? 

That was a regular occurrence 
and the proprietor, alive to the 
need “of keeping the crowd in- 
terested, on such occasions fre- 
quently put up a $10 or perhaps 
a $20 bill, if the declarer had some 
standing. 

It was seldom such challenges 
went unaccepted and the reward 
of the winner was not so much 
the big end of the amount the 
spectators contributed that 
might be $25—as it was the vic- 
tory itself. 

Believe it or not, fighting was 
considered fun. Now it’s a serious 
business which continues to 
exist professionally solely as a 
money producer.

and private homes. 

A decree provides a special ar- 
rangement for sugar mills, which 
form Cuba’s basic industry. The 
arrangement follows: 


A complete moratorium on all 
sugar mill debts until 1936, when 
they must pay 2 to 10 per cent of 
the gross value of the sugar they 
manufacture, based on a scale of 
prices ranging from $1 to $3.50 a 
hundred pounds. 

Scaled Payments. 


These figures apply to all debts 
due on or before June 30, 1938, as 
do the following scales of pay- 
ments: 

1937—Same payment as 1936 plus 
10 per cent of the 1936 amount. 

1938—Same as 1936 plus 20 per 
cent of the 1936 amount. 

1939—Same as 1936 plus 30 per 
cent. 

1940—All mills must pay 20 per 
cent of their principal and inter- 
est due on or before June _ 30, 
1939. 

1942—They must pay 45 per cent 
of all, principal and interest due 
on or before Jure 30, 1939. 

The amounts due between 1939 
and 1942 would be handled on a 
deferred basis. 

The sugar growers were given 
@ moratorium until 1942 on the 
amounts they owe the mills. 


Delay on Railway Bonds. 


Railroads and public service com- 
panies were granted a moratorium 
on mortgages and bonds until 1942, 
but they must pay six months’ in- 
terest annually. 

Farm owners and private home 
owners were granted deferred pay- 
ment by a plan under which they 
pay during 1935 2 per cent of all 
amounts due on mortgages on or 
before June 30, 1939; another 2 per 
cent during 1936; 3 per cent in 
1937, and 4 per cant for each year 
in 1938 and 1939. 

The amounts due between June 


‘ j 30,1939, and June 30, 1942” would 


be handled on a deferred basis, as 
would the balance due June 30, 
1939. 

The decree gives similar treat- 
ment to all Cuban industry.

Byrd's Hardships at Antarctic 


Camp Told by Rescue Party 


Admiral So Weak He Could: Not Turn Crank 
on Radio Generator—Seriously [Il 
From Oil Fumes. 


By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Aug. 15 (via Mackay Radio).—Rear 
Admiral’ Richard E. Byrd-is gain- 
ing strength at the Bolling advance 
weather base but is still too weak 
to make the 123-mile trip back to 
the main camp. 

A message from Dr. Thomas C. 


Poulter, leader of the little tractor 
party which succeeded in reaching 
Byrd last Saturday, after two fail- 
ures, reassured members of the ex- 
pedition here. 

“We shall remain here,” Poulter 
said, “until Admiral Byrd feels able 
+9 travel. Our presence here and 
ihe fact that we have relieved him 
of the physicai effort. of daily de- 
teil incidental to his solitary con- 
finement already have lifted a great 
weight off his shoulders. He is re- 
markably cheerful.” 

Poulter said he was eager to re- 
main at the advance weather base 
anyway for further meteorological 
observations. . He took along a 
recticle, a small iron structure of 
his own invention, for plotting me- 
teor tracks across the sky. 

Reports From Advance Base. 

Communication with the adyance 
base was no sooner restored Mon- 
day than Poulter ordered meteoro- 
logical observers at Little America 
to take observations simultaneously 
with him. Most of the radio con- 
versation since then has been de- 
voted to scientific ends. 

Brie& conversations confirmed 
what was learned shortly after mid- 
night Saturday, that Byrd was pois- 
oned by fumes from his kerosene 
stove last June and he lacked the 
strength to give proper attention to 
his food. 

His stomach was constantly up- 
set and the odor of the fumes was 
so disturbing, together with his ap- 
prehensions that he might again be 
overcome, that he ran the stove as 
little as possibie. The cold weak- 
ened him further He was in his 
sleeping bag half the time. 

For a while he thought his 
strength was slowly increasing but 
in July he had another setback, and 
after that his health steadily sank. 

The conversations confirmed, too, 
what was already guessed at Little 
America, that he was too proud ‘te 
call for help and expose members 
of the expedition to the risk of a 
winter journey: on his behalf. 

Insisted He Was Well. 

Even when he felt worst, Byrd 
was laconic. To questions during 
twice-a-week radio contact as to teh 
state of his health, he persistently 
replied “O K, O K.” No matter 
how often the question was re- 
peated, or how it wags framed, he 
never changed his answer. 

During June and July those on 


this end of the radio sensed that | 


something was amiss. On June 28 
Poulter took up with Byrd a re 
quest for permission to make the 
tractor trip to the advance base in 
connection with meteorological ob- 
servations. To this Byrd finally 
assented and the first attempt was 
made July 20. 

“I’m mighty glad the sun has 
started back,” Byrd said during 
one of the conversatic-- “What 
I miss most is light. I can only use 
a lantern so much, on account of 
fumes.” 

Byrd repeatedly warned Poulter 
to take no chances with the lives 


of the men and under no circum- | 


stances to proceed if the trail were 
lost. 

The party found that for a dis- 
tance of five miles past the 50-mile 
depot the flags with which the trail 
was marked were buried in snow. 
In the light of Byrd’s instructions 
they had no alternative but to with- 
draw. 

Hand-Cranked Generator. 

The gasoline generator on Byrd’s 
main radio set had failed;.and he 
Was using a hand-cranked genera- 
tor. One of these will tax the wit 
of a skilled operator. It has to be 
cranked with the left hand while 
with the right the operator works 
the transmitter key. 

Even the difficulties that were 
realized at Little America did not 
account for the uncertain, slow 
sending and, above all, the frequent 
pauses after five or six words. He 
would spell out a word, wait a min- 
ute, then: after two or three min- 
utes he could be heard operating 
the crank again. 

On the afternoon of July 27 he 
slowly sent this message, with sev- 
eral pauses: 

“If you hear me and still plan to 
come, come now during the warm 
weather. Navigate a new trail 
around and beyond the crevasses, 
as near as possible to the old trail. 
I will have a light outside at 3 p. 
m. and 8 p. m. I will also fly a 
kite with a light.” 

That expedition had to turn back. 
The second start was on Aug. 4, on 
one of the nights when contact with 
Byrd was lost. Later when contact 
was re-established he sent a mes- 
sage about exercising extreme cau- 
ticn and taking no chances. He was 
asked to repeat it. His answer was 
a long time coming and it said “I 
haven’t the strength to crank this 
generator.” 

He was asked 
what was wrong. 
me to crank any more. 
was the only answer. 

Mechanical failure drove Poulter 
back a second time for repairs, but 
when the men again pointed the 
tractor into the black night, for the 
third time, they were determined to 
reach the advance base if they had 
to walk.

Former Head of American 
Bar Says the People 
Won’t Stand for ‘‘Dan- 
gerous Expedient.” 


AGAINST THEORY OF - 
PLANNED ECONOMY 


He Declares That Under 
System the Executive 
Cannot Tolerate Indi- 
vidual Freedom of Action 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—The delega- 
tion of congressional powers to the 
President was termed-by Silas H. 
Strawn last night “a dangerous ex- 
pedient” which he felt the Amer- 
ican people would not “stand for. 

A former president of the ame! 
ican Bar Associgtion and of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, Strawn spoke in a radio 
broadcast sponsored by the Repub- 
lican Campaign Committee. 


Some academic theorists, Strawn 
said, attribute present economic 
troubles to capitalism and  pre- 
scribe for a cure an arbitrarily en- 
forced, planned economy. 

“Obviously,” he asserted, “a 
planned economy cannot be effec- 
tive unless the executive is vested 
with power to enforce it. He can- 
not tolerate individual freedom of 
action. 

“That, I submit, is wholly incon- 
sistent with American ideals and 
American instincts. The American 
people will not stand for it.” 

Praises President’s Patriotism. 

Strawn said he believed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, “in the highest 
sense of patriotism, with the idea 
of being able more promptly to 
meet the emergency which he be- 
lieved to exist,” asked Congress to 
surrender “many of its constitu-' 
tional powers” to the President, 
and this was granted. 

“Those who believe in the sound- 
ness of the Constitution,” Strawn 
said, “regard the placing of such 
vast powers in the hands of one 
person, however wise and patriotic 
he may be, as a dangerous expedi- 
ent.” 

He referred to an inquiry made 
at Washington by an American Bar 
Association committee, which re- 
ported that several administrative 
branches of the Government were 
performing judicial functions; that 
Government corporations were ex- 
ercising judicial and legislative 
functions and eluding restrictions 
normally applied to executive ac- 
tivities of the Government, espe- 
cially as to expenditures; and that 
the committee “believes it is not 
going too far to state that the com- 
mittee “believes it is not going too 
far to state that the judicial branch 
of the Federal Government is be- 
ing rapidly and seriously. under- 
mined.” 

Bureaucratic Apprentices. 

“The peril that now confronts 
us,” Strawn declared, “is the dis- 
position, if not the avowed pur- 
pose, of some academicians holding 
positions, of more er less impor- 
tance in the Government, to ignore 
the Constitution entirely or to al- 
ter it, not by due process of refer- 
endum to the people, as provided

“Without challenging their pa- 
triotism, the record indicates that

TREES GROW THINNER 
DURING HOT WEATHER 


Living On Their Conserved 
Water Supply, Shaw’s 
Garden Expert Says. 


Among oddities of plant life at 
Shaw’s Garden resulting from the 
drouth are trees that grow thinner 
during hot afternoons. Most native 
trees, showing characteristics of 
adaptability to the excessive heat, 
are resting and not extending their 
growth. Asiatic trees, it was ob- 
served made their ngrmal new

Trees generally are living on their 
conserved or “bound water supply,” 
according to A. P. Bielman of the 
staff of Shaw’s Garden and having 
only a minimum ration, are shed- 
ding their leaves thus lessening 
evaporation and — burden of up- 
keep. 


About two-thirds of the _ total 
weight of a tree is made up of 
water, when it has a sufficient sup- 
ply. Tests made by Bielman dis- 
closed that the water content of 
an oak had fallen to less than half 
of its weight, and in other native 
trees, was still less. An ash showed 
only a fifth of its weight in mois- 
ture content. 


Measurements of an oak, two feet 


in circumference, disclosed that th 
shrinkage of the trunk from noon 
to midnight, the hours of rapid 


evaporation, was one-fourth of an 


&!\of the summer-blooming 


inch. During the cooler hours fol- 
lowing, it regained its girth. When 
the soil is wet and the weather 
cool, shrinkaze from evaporation is 
very slight. 

Last summer the sub-soil at 13 
feet below the surface contained 
less than 5 per cent of water by 
weight. There was moisture pen- 
etration down to four feet last 
winter. This month at four feet, 
there was less than 1 per cent of 
moisture by weight. No deeper 
tests were taken. 

‘Plants from tropical. climates 
have been generally unable to sur- 
vive Mid-west heat. The leaves of 
the palms, although sheltered in the 
Palm House, are turning yellow. 
The temperature in the orchid 
houses at Gray Summit has reached 
as high as 114 degrees, and many 
orchids,

All Emergency Agencies to 
Submit Data on’ Activ- 
ities at Meeting Next 
Tuesday. . 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—A quick 
planning of NRA’s future and stock 
taking of all the emergency agen- 
cies is planned by President Roose- 


velt. 

In conference with Donald Rich- 
berg yesterday Mr. Roosevelt ar 
ranged for a joint meeting next Tues- 
day of the National Emergency 
Council and National Executive 
Council. Richberg heads both agen- 
cies. 

Before that, NRA’s place in 
American industry will receive the 
President’s attention. Richberg said 
on leaving the White House that 
within “a few days” he and Hugh 
S. Johnson will make suggestions 
to the chief executive for changes 
in the recovery organization. 

For consideration at Tuesday's 
meeting, it was learned that all 
emergency establishments have been 
directed to file reports of their con- 
dition and problems. 

Johnson¢already has drafted rece 
ommendations for a board or com- 
mission to supplant his one-man 
rule over business. 

If Johnson’s ideas are adopted, 
the group control would ‘not be 
placed under the Federal Trade 
Commission as has been suggested 
by some, including Senator Nye of 
North Dakota. 

Instead, the President would name 
a board of men experienced in NRA 
work. This board would take the 
place of the administrator, probably 
operating through a trained execu- 
tive officer. 

Along with board direction, John- 
son would couple a reorganization 
of NRA machinery in the interest 
of more efficient code enforcement.

Would Reorganize State Government, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OES the time seem ripe for the 
D people of Missouri to undertake a ju- 
dicious remodeling of their frame of gov- 
ernment to make it better suited to the 
needs and problems of the present day? 
' Pubiic organization has been permitted to 
mark time and lag behind, while indus- 
trial and social conditions were rushing 
onward to new stages and new levels. 
Unless public institutions are as dynamic 
as the society they are intended to serve, 
periodic (and sometimes painful) read- 
justments are necessary. 

Such a program would have to include 
as a minimum of essentials: 

Complete banishment of litics frem 
the business and administrative (i. e. the 
non-legislative) spheres of government; 
establishment by the Constitution of an 
independent State personnel department; 
this department to be authorized to serve 
the State, the counties and the municipal- 
ities in all matters involving the merit 
system of appointment, promotion, retire- 
ment, dismissal. . 

The short ballot for the State, county 
and.municipality; only chief executives, 
legislative officers and (for the present) 
Judges to be elected by popular vote; all: 
others to be appointed on a basis of 
merit; the popular recall to be applicable 
to all officers elected by popular vote. 

The principle of unpaid service in coun- 
ty and municipal councils; an expense} 
allowance might be made. 

A unicameral State Legislature of 100 
members elected from counties on the 
basis of proportional representation, with 
provision for a legislative council and a 
legislative reference bureau. 

Nomination of candidates for elective 
office by petition—with the prihciple that 
the invitation to candidacy shall come 
from the people, not from the aspirant; 
in the case of judicial office, the nomina- 
tions to come both by petition and by a 
special commission consisting of the Gov-

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CONCERNING SILVER. 

Under receipts, the daily statement of the United 
States Treasury for Aug. 9 carried a new item, 
“geigniorage, $6,140,754.54," and thus was added a 
colorful feudalistic word to a dull statistical balance 
sheet. The “profit” the Government made on the re- 
valuation of the dollar is listed under the heading, 


“increment resulting from reduction in the weight of | 


the gold dollar.” Both the silyer “seigniorage” and 
the gold “increment” represent “profits” under the 
administration’s currency policy. | 
During the fiscal year ended June 30; 1934, the 
Treasury made a “profit” of $2,811,375,756 on the gold 
dollar revaluation, For the present fiscal year, as 


goid has continued to come to the Treasury, the gold 


“profit” is $427,345. The amount of the seigniorage 


item will depend on how much silver Secretary Mor- 


genthau seizes under the nationalization program, 
how much he buys in the open market and how many 
silver certificates he issues. — 

In the modern vernacular, seigniorage is “pure 
—R to the Government. Like the gold incre- 
ment, it is carried as a governmental receipt and can 
be used to balance the budget and, consequently, to 
reduce the national debt. Both result from the Gov- 
ernment’s sovereign prerogative to regulate the 
currency. S 

The silver seigniorage is possible because in 1837 
an ounce of silver was valued at $1.29 in terms of 
gold. When gold was selling at $20.67 an ounce, the 
ratio of the value of gold to that of silver was about 
16 to 1. For monetary purposes, the currency value 
of an ounce of silver has been kept at $1.29, although 
its market value has been down to one-fifth of this 
amount. With silver actually selling far below $1.29. 
an ounce, yet having a currency value to the Treas- 
ury of that amount, the Treasury made a profit when- 
ever it bought silver at the market price and coined 
it at the currency value. 

Seigniorage profits are not new; they have totaled 
$387,000,000, and heretofore have been carried under 
“other miscellaneous” receipts. In other days, when 
silver dollars were more popular than paper money, 
the Treasury made a seigniorage profit whenever the 
market price of silver was less than $1.29 an ounce. 
Later, the people demanded paper money rather than 
silver. The Treasury continued to coin silver and 
issue silver certificates against it, dollar for dollar, 
still retaining a seigniorage profit whenever the mar- 
ket price was less than $1.29 an ounce. There was, 
and still is, a seigniorage profit on subsidiary coins 
—dimes, quarters and half-dollars. There was likewise 
a seigniorage profit on the silver accepted by the 
United States on the war debts at 50 cents an ounce. 

The gold increment represented almost a lump-sum 
transaction, as the Government and the banks held 
enormous gold reserves. 

The silver seigniorage profits will grow from 
month to month, how rapidly, of course, depending 
on how many silver certificates the Treasury issues 
against the silver reserve, If the Treasury should 
purchase a billion ounces of silver, or if it should try 
immediately to attain the objective of a currency 
base of three parts gold and one part silver, as out- 
lined in the Silver Purchase Att, the profits would 
be large, but still not so large as the $2,811,375,756 
gold profits of last year. 

The law requires the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue silver certificates against the actual cost of 
the silver. He has discretionary power to issue silver 
certificates against the seigniorage profit. 

The new silver policy has been hailed by some ob- 
servers in this country- and abroad as inflationary. 
True, it does widen the base on which currency can 
be issued, but the weight of economic opinion is that 
the inflationary effect will be negligible. An expect- 
ed result is thé stimulation of silver mining and the 
consequent improvement of business in the silver- 
producing states. ‘ 

This whole business of “doing something for silver” 
has a decidedly political tinge. How it can help to- 
ward restoring the purchasing power of the people 
is not apparent. '

-mometer is on the low building at the airport, 
25 or 30 feet above concrete paving, while the of- 
ficial thermometer in other cities, just as hot, 
may be located on some high building, as in St. 
Louis. ; 
What Kansas City needs, obviously, is Tom Pen- 

That 
man, given half a chance at the thermometer, could 
produce a cold wave with the temperature at 110.

POLITICS IN THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 

Despite the statutory provision making the State 
Highway Commission a non-partisan body, eovera) 
efforts have’ been made in past years to compile a 
political chart of the department’s personnel. One 
poll, made in 1925, at the order of the late Gov. 
Baker, yielded little information useful for partisan 
purposes, and was heavily attacked by Democratic 
spokesmen. Prolonged efforts by the late Secretary 
of State Becker to obtain the information for the 
State’s Official Manual were in vain, and also drew 
Democratic fire. Now, however, we find a Demo- 
cratic Governor ordering such a poll. We regret 
that Gov. Park has taken this step toward injecting 
political considerations into a department that has 
made an excellent record on a non-partisan basis. 

After all, politics has nothing to do with the build- 
ing and supervising of the State’s highways. Infor- 
mation as to the party affiliation of each engineer, 
inspector, mechanic, stenographer and clerk has no 
more bearing on the efficiency of the road system 
than has the lodge affiliation or favorite author of" 
those persons. Fitness for the job ‘is traditiozally 
the sole requisite for employment, and it should be 
kept so. : 

The present poll, it is announced from Jefferson 
City, is to “get the facts” about the alleged presence 
of many Republicans who hold jobs that deserving 
Democrats should have. Yet, four years ago, Secre- 
tary Becker was shocked by his alleged finding that 
75 per cent of the highway employes were Democrats.

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A MISSOURI EDUCATOR. 

Prof. William Benjamin Smith, who died of heat 
exhaustion at the age of 83 in Columbia, where he 
was living in quiet retirement, was-both a notable 
and a lovable figure in higher education. Born in 
Kentucky, of Virginian ancestry, he belonged to 
that generation of American scholars who went to 
the great universities of the old Germany for their 
doctorates. Before his sojourn abroad, he was a 
student-teacher in the Transylvania section, and his 
experiences in that capacity form the basis for one 
of James Lane Allen’s books. From Central Col- 
lege at Fayette, Mo., where he was guiding students 
through algebra and geometry just a half century 
ago, he went to the University of Missouri as pro- 
fessor of physics and mathematics. 

After nearly a decade at Columbia, he succumbed 
to the lure of his native South. From 1893 to his 
retirement, he was professor of philosophy at Tulane 
University, New Orleans. In addition to his con- 
tributions in his chosen’ fields, which led to his 
appointment as United States delegate to the first 
Pan-American Scientific Congress, held in Chile, he 
wrote poetry and in his last years worked on a line- 
for-line homometric version of the Iliad. 

Prof. Smith’s passing will be noted with regret 
not only in this country but abroad, for his work 
was well known across the Atlantic.

Missouri: Laggard in Crime Code Reform 


Legislature's defeats of program designed to aid fight on crime have left State at ‘a 
disadvantage, says leader in campaign; asserts Missouri has never had a Governor 
“willing to go down, the line” for these important reforms; cites large number of 
hampering rules which favor criminal and make task of prosecution more difficult. 


From an Address Over Radio Station KSD by Arthur V. Lashly, Former 
St. Louis County Circuit Judge, 


MONG the states, the Missouri Legis- 
A lature has lagged behind in criminal 

code reform. The two major legisila- 
tive enactments of recent years have been 
the intermediate reformatory and the high- 
way patrol law. The Legislature rejected 
practically all of the program of the Asso- 
ciation for Criminal Justice, which was pre- 
pared with the most painstaking care and 
offered in 1927 and again in 1929. There 
was nothing in that program except rea- 
sonable proposals, framed with the sincere 
purpose of giving the people u better break 
in their fight on crime. 

Every lawyer knows that throughout the 
years there has been a constant whittling 
away of the rights of society in criminal 
prosecutions by the enactment from time 
to time of new laws and amendments to 
old laws, the result of which has been to 
make more and more unequal the contest 
between the State and the defendant in a 
criminal case. 

Some of the more important may be men- 
tioned: Unanimous verdicts in all felony 
cases; inability to bring back a material 
witness who had filed the State and a pro- 
hibition against the State taking his deposi- 
tion, although the right to take depositions 
is accorded to the defendant; the long de- 
lay granted the defendant to perfect his ap- 
peal; laxity in the laws respecting release 
on bail of previously convicted felons; de- 
nial of the right of appeal to the State but 
allowing such right to defendant; denial to, 
the State of the right of change of venue 
from a prejudiced Judge or jury, but allow- 
ing that right to the defendant; denial of 
the right of the prosecutor in argument to 
the jury to comment upon the failure of the 
defendant to take the witness stand in his 
own defense; laxity in the laws respecting 
a surprise alibi defense; denial of the right 
of the defendant to waive a jury in a 
felony case and submit to trial by the Court.

All these things were covered in the 
printed program offered to the Legislature 
and introduced in the form of bills. They 
are in line with proposals offered by the 
American Law Institute in its Model Code 
of Criminal Procedure and with the recom- 
mendations of the American Bar Associa- 
tion. The Legislature promptly rejected the 
whole program, 

There has been a disposition in some 
quarters to contend that proposed changes 
in the laws relating to criminal procedure 
would not result in any benefits to society; 
that the so-called defects in the criminal 
procedure laws are more fancied than real. 
But these contentions are erroneous.

der some circumstances, but these provisions 
are not effective because it is not a happy 
state of affairs for the prosecutor to be re- 
quired either to put his chief witness in 
jail or under bond awaiting trial. 

The defendant may take a-change of 
venue from a prejudiced Judge or from the 
county if he is able to prove the inhabitants 
of-the county are prejudiced against him, 
but the State has no right of change of 
venue. If the defendant is acquitted by the 
jury, there can be no appeal, even though 
his acquittal was induced by perjured testi- 
mony or by erroneous instructions. 

The instructions to the jury are given 
and read to the jury by the Court, and may 
have a tremendous weight with the jury in 
reaching its verdict, yet if the instructions, 
which, on the part of the defendant, are 
usually prepared by the attorney for the 
defendant, should happen to be extraordi- 
narily liberal in favor of the defendant, 
thereby causing the jury to acquit him, the 
State has no right of review as to the 
propriety of the Court’s instructions, al- 
though if any of the State’s instructions are 


wrong, the appellate court not only gets. 


the opportunity but usually exercises it to 
require a new trial.

It has been my observation that in every 
state where a program of criminal proce- 
dure reformation has succeeded in the 
Legislature (and certainly this is true of 
Federal legislation), the program has had 
the active support of the chief executive. No 
one. would suggest that the recent legisla- 
tidn passed by Congress could have been 
passed without presidential sponsorship. 

In: Missouri, we have never had a Gov- 
ernor who was willing to go down the line 
for a legislative program of crimina] pro- 
cedure reforms.

T no moment since the end of the war 

have I known so many dark clouds in the 
sky. In England, we do not actually expect 
a collision between Russia and Japan, but 
we should not be in the least surprised if it 
occurred. We are cheered by the new ori- 
entation of Russia, whom we hope at length 
to welcome into the Council of the League; 
but we realizé that her action springs from 
her fear of Germany and Japan. ~- 

We are gratified by Hitler’s pact with Po- 
land and the prospect of a bloodless plebis- 
cite in the Saar; but we look with anxious 
eyes at Austria, where Italy and Germany 
are roughly competing for control. The 
relations between Paris and Berlin are more 
strained than at any time since the invasion 
of the Ruhr, and the Chancellor's pacific 
assurances ring hollow while his followers 
are arming and drilling and while, despite 
the poverty of the country, expenditure on 
armaments—on land, at sea and in the air— 
is rapidly incre@ed. 

The failure of the Geneva conference in- 

dicates a return to the armament race which 
was one of the most potent causes of the 
war. Japan's claims for a higher ratio of 
capital ships at the next naval conference 
will be as difficult to accept as to reject. 
Meanwhile, the inventors are busy increas- 
ing the size, the power and the number of 
aircraft,.civil and military, and the chem- 
ists are. concocting in their laboratories 
the explosives which may decide the next 
war.

Un- 
questionably the statements are 
correct—as far as they go. 

It is true there will be no real 
dearth of basic food commodities. 
There is plenty of grain, and too 
many cattle. But that is not the 
real question. 

The crux of the drouth problem 
is not whether there will be enough 
food, but what will be its price. 

Behind every official assurance of 
plentiful food reserves there is an 
unspoken fear of price-kiting. 

This possibility is now one of the 
major concerns of the Administra- 
tion. It was the subject of im- 
portant discussion at the President’s 
first cabinet meeting upon his re- 
turn to Washington. 

AAA officials say privately that 
increases in the price of meat, milk 
and dairy products are practically 
certain. As ar atter of fact, milk 
producers already have begun agi- 
tation r higher r: 2s, claiming 
that the increased cost of feed has 
appreciably boosted their expenses. 

In what way, and to what extent, 
the problem should and can be met 
is still undecided. 

The Government’s huge purchase 
of cattle in drouth-strickeén areas is 
being seized upon by some of the 
President’s advisers as offering a 
means of curbing meat prices, The 
Government, they point out, will es- 
tablish a large meat reserve which 
could be put on the market at mod- 
erate prices, thus helping to pre- 
vent excessive price jacking. 

More remedies. than this, 
ever, will be necessary.

MRS, PINCHOT ATTACK 
JOHNSON AND THE NRA 


Declares General Is ‘Primarily 
Responsible for the Labor 
Unrest in the Country.” 


By the Associated Press. 
HARRIMAN, Tenn., Aug. 15. — 
Mrs. Gifford Pinchot, wife of the 
Governor of Pennsylvania, last 
night told a gathering of striking 
employes of the Harriman Hosiery 
Mills that “the Blue Eagle has got 
to be taken away from the Harri- 
man Mills again and I bejieve A. R. 
Glancy of thé NRA has got to go 
with the eagle.” 

Standing on a dimly-lighted band 


park, Mrs. Pinchot addressed a 
crowd of 500 men and women, 
tacking both the management of 


the mills and the NRA. 

Glancy, a field administrator for 
the NRA, negotiated an agreement 
with the operators which restored 
the mill’s Blue Eagle several days 
ago and provided settlement of the 
strike which led to the controver- 
sy between the Mills and the Recov- 
ery Administration. 

Mrs. Pinchot charged that in the 
NRA administration “there is one 
law for the employer and another 
law for the workers.” 

“Profits for the Monopolists. 


“I believe that more than any 
other man General Johnson is pri- 
marily responsible for labor unrest 
in this country,” she asserted. “The 
| great majority of strikes in this 
country have been called to get 
only what Congress intended the 
workers to have. 

“They would never have been 
called if the administration of the 
NRA had been on the level and ef- 
ficient. 

“I believe that Johnson has be- 
trayed the President’s statement 
and perverted his purpose and that 
of Congress—the placing of in- 
creased purchasing power in the 
hands of the workers—by diverting 
increased profits into the hands of 
the monopolists. 

“The conception behind the NRA 
was statesmanlike and realistic— 
a vision of what could be .accom- 
plished by a co-ordinated, stabilized 
business organized for the good of 
industry, workers and consumers. 
What it could have done for the 
country we don’t know, because we 
have never had the NRA. 

“The miserable and mouldy, bat- 
tered little yellow fledgling that the 
country knows is an utterly differ- 
ent bird from the Blue Eagle that 
might and should have been.” 

Living Standard Lowered. 

Mrs. Pinchot declared that the 
depression was not over “because a 
few rich men can afford to use 
their yachts again.” 

“On the contrary,” she said, “such 
a one-sided recovery is the very 
worst thing that can happen to the 
country. What we are seeing today 
is a revival of profits for a small 
group of Wall Street financiers— 
but no revival, no real revival, for 
the workers and the farmers, for 
95 per cent of the people. 

“Step by step, they are being 
forced, as the months go by, into

the bud before opening. Five plants 
of the white dove orchid bloomed 
at Gray Summit for the first time 
in five years, but the flowers wilted 
in a day or two. 

Experiments with water lilies 
have been carried on for more than 
20 years at the Garden, and for 
the first time, Pring said, he has 
seen the leaf edges of the Victoria 
Crugiana, or “water-platter,” 
scorched by the sun. 

Water Needles Used. 


Loss in trees and other plants 
has been kept low by watering the 
feeding roots under the outer edge 
of the branches with water needles. 
It is useless to water near the trunk 
except in case of small trees. Pring 
said. Watering has been done dur- 
ing the hot weather at the rate of 
1000 gallons every two weeks for @ 
tree with a 10-inch trunk. Green- 
house plants are watered twice a 
day instead of once.

Crab grass, the bane of all lawns, 
keeps the earth around its roots 
cooler than that around bent and 
blue-grass roots, garden tests have 
shown. When the atmosphere tem- 
perature reached 110 degrees, tests 
under bent and blue grass showed 
the ground temperature reached a 
maximum of 120 degrees at one inch 
depth and 102 degrees at a 6-inch 
depth. Under crab grass, which 
spreads over its branching roots 
in a cluster, and has a moisture- 
retaining -haracteristic, the maxi- 
mum ground temperature was 97 
degrees. Crab grass continued to 
make healthy growth, while bent 
grass was practically “fried out,” 
Pring said. 

Lawns May Come Back, 

Pring said he thought that es- 
tablished blue-grass lawns which 
had not been cut too short during 
the summer and had been kept rea- 
sonably free from crab grass, would 
come back with rain and cooler 
weather. He explained the roots 
of the crab grass choke an under- 
ground stolon of the blue grass 
plant, by which it spreads and 
grows new plants.

DOUMERGUE READY 
70 QUIT AS PREMIER 


Thinks He Has Finished Job 
—Wants Younger Man to 
Succeed Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS.—Premier Gaston Dou- 
mergue, 71-year-old head of 
France’s “truce” Cabinet, is plan- 
ning to step out of the Government 
and back to retirement as soon as 
a “younger man” is agreed on to 
carry on the job. 

Most prominently mentioned as 
Doumergue’s possible successor is 
Pierre Laval, Minister of the 
Colonies in the present Cabinet, 
who is 20 years Doumergue’s junior 
and is well known in the United 
States, where he visited in 1931. 

Doumergue, who left his rustic 
French garden home to form.a “na- 
tional union” Cabinet when _ the 
riots of Feb. 6 threatened France 
with bitter civil war, feels that his 
is 
nearing completion, it was ex- 
plained. 

Laval, as an independent with 
friends both on the right and left 
and with tremendous prestige 
among the citizenry, is regarded by 
many as the logical choice. 

If Doumergue carries out his 
plan to retire, his strategy is ex- 
pected to be dissolution of the 
French Parliament followed by new 
elections to test the temperament 
of the people. « 

While for a time France seemed, 
even under Doumergue himself, to 
be on the road to Fascism, numer- 
ous events have neutralized this 
tendency and indicated a popular 
swing toward the center, of which 
Laval is an outstanding leader. 

For one thing, the executions by 
Chancellor Hitler in Nazi Germany 
have impressed the French people 
spectacularly with the dangers of 
dictatorship. 

Then, too, there is a powerfully 
increasing left combination in 
France which is bitterly opposed to 
Fascism. This has just been 
evidenced by the recent alliance 
formed by the French Socialist and 
Communist parties “to fight Fas- 
cism.” 

Whatever new Cahinet succeeds 
the Doumergue Cabinet this fall, it 
is likely that it will be a “national 
union” Cabinet with representation 
given to all the major political 
groups, as in the present Govern- 
ment.

Great-Granddaughter Bride of R. 
M. Delaney, Composer.

FEDERAL AID FOR ONE 
OUT OF EIGHT STUDENTS 


Chief Engineer of Texas Adminis- 
tration So Advises College 
Presidents. 

AUSTIN.—One out of every eight 
students enrolled in accredited col- 
leges and universities in Texas this 
winter will be provided with stu- 
dent-aid relief, E. A. Baugh, chief 
engineer of the Texas Relief Ad- 
ministration, has advised presidents 
of the institutions. 

Monthly remuneration of the re- 
lief jobs will be $15. Twelve and 
one-half per cent of the enrollment 
will be provided with work. Last 
year 10 per cent received aid. 

Scope of the work was broadened 

include extension, adult educa- 
tion, recreation and other work in 
addition to that customarily done 
by students in working their way 
through college. 

Half of the funds allotted to a 
college are required to be paid to 
students who were not regularly 
enrolled in a college during Jan- 
uary, 1934. Men and women will 
share in the work in proportion to 
the number enrolled.

FOR BRITISH SOLDIERS 


One-Third of Weight of “Tin 
Hats”. and Withstand Blows 
With 7-Pound Hammer. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON.—A new shrapnel and 


bullet-resisting helinet, composed of 
a cork material of remarkable 
lightness and fgesilience, is being 
tested by the National Physical 
Laboratory. Tested on selected 


wearers with blows from a seven-} 


pound hammer, the effect of a blow 
has been merely a slight mark. 

The new helmet which has im- 
pressed the Army Council is made 
of a secret composition in which 
highly compressed cork is the main 
feature. 

Its strength is amazing, and it 
has the advantage of being so light 
that it weighs less than one-third 


of the old wartime “tin hats.” 

So satisfactory have been the 
tests that it is likely the whole 
army will be re-equipped with the 
“cork hats,” which weigh little 
more than the pith helmets worn 
by troops in tropical climates. 

Although the “tin hat” saved 
many soldiers from fatal injuries 
by shrapnel and bullets, it was use- 
less against high explosive shell, 
while thé effect of a blow on the 
metal headgear was to render the 
wearer unconscious. 

During the war soldiers frequent- 
ly exposed themselves to fatal head 
injuries by removing their helmets 
owing to the weight and discom- 
fort they caused. 
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CLEMENCY FOR ESCAPED 
CONVICT WHO MADE 6000 


South Carolina Governor Com- 
mutes and Then Suspends 
Sentence of Slayer.

COLUMBIA, 8. C., Aug. 15.—C. 
D. Cooper, alias Ben Jones, a South 
Carolina convict who escaped and 
was recaptured nine years later 
after beginning life anew in Los 
Angeles, was granted clemency last 
night by Gov. Blackwood. 

The Governor said he had com- 
muted Cooper’s life sentence for 
murder to 12 years and then sus- 
pended: the portion of it during 
which he was at liberty in Califor- 
nia because of “his splendid record 
and the great comeback he made.” 

Cooper was convicted at Ben- 
nettsville in 1915 of killing Nick 
Dulcia, a Birmingham (Ala.) taxi- 
cab driver. He escaped from the 
State Penitentiary in 1925 and was 
recaptured in September, 1933, 
when a woman acquaintance recog- 
nized him as a convict pictured in 
a detective story magazine.

OUNGING in his hotel quar 
L ters, Theodere Dreiser spoke 
casually of a recent news 
event that has been head-lined 
throughout the nation and then 
inadvertently provided the key 
to the question: 

“Why do authors labor so as- 
siduously over the title of a 
book?” 

Newspapers have been wiring 
Dreiser for permission to quote 
certain passages from his “An 
American Tragedy,” due to the 
similarty between its plot and 
the alleged murder of a young 
girl on a lake near Wilkes 
Barre. 

“Everybody seems surprised 
that the cases are similar, but 
it is ho surprise to me. When 
I. wrote ‘An American Tragedy’ 
T studied a score of cases and 
then’ selected this particular 
one because it was a typical 
American tragedy. That’s why 
I named it ‘An American Trag- 
edy.’ After all, the theme is 
é6ld—I can't understand why 
people are excited simply be- 
cause it happens to resemble 
the plot in my book.” 

Dreiser wrote the book in 
1922. It was issued in two vol- 
umes and became one of the 
celebrated tales of the day. 
Shortly after its publication it 
was dramatized for the stage 
and also transposed to the 
screen, Incenged at the “Hol 
lywood treatment” of the story, 
the author made several unsuc- 
cessful attempts through law to 
halt its release. Few books 
in the last decade have kicked 
up such a fuss as “An Ameri- 
ican Tragedy.”

(7) Obsessions—such as 
fear of cancer. (8) Semi-organic 
conditions, such as stuttering, sea- 
sickness, a few cases of epilepsy. 

In what manner does hypnosis 
cure such cases? 

The answer is pure theory, but 
| the fact remains that such cures 
eccur. 

Note that all the conditions are 
functional. In the hypnotic. state 
the subject gains a far-reaching 
power over his own organism, and 
the volition and moral standard 
are raised. Suggestions made dur- 
ing hypnotic trance to overcome 
undesirable habits or attitudes are 
carried out in the waking state. 

Many patients fear conflict after 
the hypnotic state. Thus alcoholics 
fear that they will be able to resist, 
but that the desire will still remain. 
Therefore, they will be unhappy. 
But what actually happens in the 
successful experiment is that the 
desire will disappear. 

Are there any proved cases 
cure by hypnotism? 

Thousands. To give examples: 

Hysterical Spasm. A Government 
clerk, aged 44, developed a spasm 
of the neck muscles (tarticollis) so 
severe that he only ventured out 
after dark, controlling the muscu- 
lar spasms by holding the handle 
of his walking stick between his 
teeth. After several months’ hyp- 
notic treatment the spasms entire- 
ly ceased, the patient gained 50 
pounds in weight. 

MELANCHOLIA. Girl, aged 16, 
had for over a year wished to die, 
cried continually, refused food, and 
constantly made self accusations. 
Hypnotized several times and cura- 
tive suggestions made during the 
hypnotic state, Improvement, 
amounting to recovery, in three 
months, 

OBSESSIONS. Woman. Fear of 
storms and traveling. Hypnotized. 
Recovered. 

These obsessions and fears are 
among the most hopeful cases for 
hypnotism. Said Montaigne: “I 
have seen more people driven to 
flight by the smell of apples than 
by arquebuses, others frightened at 
a mouse, made sick by the sight of 
creain, or by seeing a feather bed 
shaken.” 

MORBID FEARS. The number of 
people afflicted with these fears is 
far greater than most medical men 
realize. The patients are not insane, 
recognize the irrational character of 
their fears, but cannot rid them- 
se ves of the obsession. 

Doctor Bramwell gives an illustra- 
tive case: A man was upset by 
some trouble of a sentimental na- 
ture and went to Paris for a few 
days’ change. Ghere he saw a play 
dealing with insanity. Immediately 
after, the laughter and gestures of 
his friends appeared insane and he 
began to fear that he himself was 
going insane. He recognized with 
his intellect that his friends were 
sound, but he could not rid himself 
of the fear. Hypnotism frequently 
yields good results in’ such cases. 

Are there any failures with hyp- 
notic treatment? 

Certainly. Medical men would be 
suspicious of any treatment for 
which 100 per cent good results were 
claimed. But most of the cases have 
failed under all other forms of 
treatment.

Modeled After 
Wax Flowers

PARIS, Aug. 7. 
HE old-fashioned wax flowers 
which bloomed under glass in 
drawing rooms ai hundred 
years ago, have inspired the latest 
novelties for fall wear. | 

Arthur Vanilaar has - fashioned 
scarf pins, clips and brooches of 
gaily tinted flowers (like the wax 
blossoms of 1830), embedded under 
mounds of clear glass. They have 
a “When You and I Were Young, 
Maggie” air which speaks of helio- 
trope and ringlets and lace at the 
throat. 7 

Many of the designs make mod- 
ern clips and pins, but the out- 
‘standing models are fastened to 
one end of a cross-legged safety 
pin about four inches long, which, 
when pinned to a fur scarf or hat, 
gives the effect of a long flower- 
tipped spike. 

Interchangeable rings—six sets 
to one ring—fashioned by the same 
designer are another novelty ready 
to accent fall and winter costumes. 
They are made of black or white 
prystal cut like signet rings, with 
planned tops anto which screw 
smooth prystal cones of jade, tur- 
quoise, carnelian and other jewels 
to make them ready as accessories 
to a scarf of any color. The same 
effect appears in safety pin clips 
for scarfs, 

White prystal rings cut like a 
signet with colorful figures set in 
relief on the top, wood rings set 
with small gold mirrors which give 
back reflections like a tiny squared 
lake, and slender vari-colored prys- 
tal band rings like wedding rings 
worn .six of different colors on 
one finger are other coming novel- 
ties to deck the hand. 

Prystal clips are shown in large 
numbers, and Monsieur Vanlaar 
predicts a greater vogue for them 
than weod this fall.
